frost to hurt the fruit tree buds which 
are advanced for beyond- the usual 
stage for this early in the Spring.

that there was so little moisture to 
freeze. 
The dry weather of the past 


month really did much to save the 
tioes from damage when the sudden 
change for cooler weather came this 
week, as there v.'ss scarcely any mois- 
ture to .freeze and as a result there 
was little harm done. 


Coupled with the lack of moisture 


was the fact that there was consider- 
able wind all during the night and 
this also contributed to keep

Rome, April 8.—Some of the promi- 


nent ecclesiastics who were received 
by the pope managed to introduce the 
subject ot" the Roosevelt incident. To 
these the pontiff expressed the deep- 
est regret that he had been prevented 
from meeting and speaking with the 
former president.

a gathering of the most beloved per- 
sons of Germany, and indirectly to the 
king of Italy. As long as this young 
and audacious Spanish cardinal domi- 
nates the Leonine City the Italian Lib- 
erals must be on their guard." 


At the Vatican it was denied

cially that a papal audience had been 
refused to the German singers. It was 
said that the members of the Cologne 
Choral Union had left the city before 
an audience could be arranged.

Milk Is most conveniently pasteur- 


ized ID the bottles In which It to de- 
livered. To do this use a small pall 
with a perforated false bottom. 
An 


inverted pie tiu with a few holes 
punched in it will answer the purpose. 
This will raise the bottles from the 
bottom of the pailv thus allowing a 
free circulation of water and prevent- 
ing bumping of the bottles. Punch a 
hole through the cap of one of the 
bottles and insert a thermometer. The 
ordinary floating type of thermometer 
is hkely to be inaccurate, so if possible 
a good thermometer with the scale 
etched on the glass should be used. 


Set the bottles of milk iu the pail 


and fill the pail with w.ater nearly to 
the level-of the milk. Put the pail on 
the stove or over a gas Same and heat 
it until the thermometer in the milk 
shows not less than 150 degrees or 
more than 150 degrees F. The bottles 
should then be removed from the -wa- 
ter and allowed to stand from twenty 
to thirty minutes. 
The temperature 


.will fall slowly, but may be held more 
uniformly by covering the bottles with 
a towel. The punctured cap should be 
replaced with a new one or the bottle 
should be covered with an inverted 
cap. 
After the milk has been held 


as directed it should be cooled. 
To 


avoid danger of breaking the bottle 
the water should be warm at first. Re- 
place the warm water slowly with colu 
water. 
After cooling milk should ii. 


all cases be held at the lowest avail- 
able temperature.
